‘comes, Home in on the core group more and try 
to be judicious with all these peripheral charac- 
ters. Keep a few supporting players; Sponge. 
Indigo, Evan Huebner and the staff for instance, 
but be careful you don't go the route of the X- 
Men, where you have a universe that seems to 


contain more powered individuals than normal 
‘ones, You can still have meaningful fight scenes, 
just don't overdo it, OK? 


The art. Well, what can | say that haven't said 
before? Paul Ryan is still an expert craftsman, 
particularly strong in the areas of detail and 
faces. | loved Charly’ sweater in this issue. I've 
seen that style many times in the “real world” 
and 10 see it in this book further adds to the 
‘overall sense of realism. 

No other major comments. Keep on surprising 
me and don't compromise on the realism, This
